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REMARKS 

Claims 13, 14, 17-19, and 27-29 are now pending in the application. Claim 26 is 
now cancelled. The Examiner is respectfully requested to reconsider and withdraw the 
rejections in view of the amendments and remarks contained herein. 

Rejection Under 35 U.S.C. § 103 

Claim 26 stands rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Kubo et al. (U.S. Pat. No. 6,195,140) in view of Nagayama et al. (U.S. Pat. No. 
6,924,858). Claim 26 is now cancelled. Therefore, this rejection of Claim 26 is now 
moot. Applicants respectfully request withdrawal of this Section 103 rejection. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Applicants thank the examiner for acknowledging the allowance of Claims 13-14, 
17-19, and 27-29. Applicants note that these claims are allowable for numerous reasons 
in addition to those set forth in the Office Action.
